OUR INTERURBAN TAX. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Comptroller Player, in a recent letter, makes objec- 
tion to the abolition of the tax on personal property 
on the ground that it would reduce our revenue to 
such an extent that we would have to raise the tax- 


ing rate peyond the limit permitted by the charter to 
make good the ‘“deficit."" This objection is purely 
a fiscal one and does not reach the root of the ques- 
tion. His further assertion that we have no way 
of making good the deficit so created, I consider 
invalid and short-sighted. 

In the first place, the Constitution provides that 

‘all property shall be assessed at its full value.” If 
the Constitution is obeyed, not only against the small 
householder, but also against the rich and powerful, 
as well as against the corporations, there will be 
no necessity of a ‘‘deficit’’ in the revenue; but, on 
the contrary, the taxing rate will have to be dimin- 
ished instead of raised, to prevent a surplus. 

Then, besides this, we have a source of taxation 
which we have not as yet utilized in Missouri, and 
which has been successfully used in many of our 
older States, viz.: The direct inheritance tax, whereas 
we now have only the collateral inheritance tax. This 
tax is free from the many objections which we urge 
against the personal poets tax, and will produce 
a «greater revenue. he personal: property tax is 
evaded by the unscrupulous and paid by the con- 
scientious. It is, therefore, a tax on conscience. It 
is a well-known principle that taxation tends to 
diminish the thing it taxes. A tax on apple trees 
tends tu diminish the number of apple trees. A tax 
on conscience diminishes the amount of conscience in 
a community: and we contend that we cannot afford 
to do this in St. Louis or Missouri, because we are 
not overburdened with this commodity, in view of 
recent events.

FOLK A TRUSTEE 
UF LINCOLN FARM 


Society Will Convert Martyred 


President's Birthplace 
Into a Park. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post- Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 12—Plans of the 
Lincoln Farm Association, which was 
organized to develop the Lincoln birth- 
place farm near Hodgenville, Ky., into 
a national park, have progressed so far 
that the hopes of those who originated 
the idea seem Sure to be realized. 

Some of the most influential} men in 
the United States have  interescted 
themselves, and prominent among the 
trustees of the association are Joseph 
W Folk, president; Joseph H. Choate, 
Henry Watterson, Cardinal Gibbons, 
Horace Porter, August Belmont, Lyman 
J. Gage, Mark Twain, William H. Taft, 
Edward M. She pard, Thomas Hastings 
and Robert J.

Farm Twice Sold. 

In the ninety years since the Lincoln 
family left the farm, the Mardin Coun- 
ty records show, it has changed owners 
only twice. Thomas Lincoln gold it to 
the Creal family of Kentucky who sold 
it to a wealthy restaurateur of this 
city. His failure in businesg threw his 
estate into litigation, where it remained 
tor years. 

In August, 1905, the property Was sold 
under an order of the Court at a public 
auction at the Courthouse in Hodgen- 
ville. Robert J. Collier, who had learned 
that a firm of distillers had planned to 
purchase the property as an advertise- 
ment, bid in the farm, which contains 
110 acres, and turned it over to the as- 
sociation when it was incorporated. 

It is the inteitno to restore it to its 
original place, the log cabin in which 
Abraham Lincoln was born; to clean ihe 
spring, which was once. celebrated 
throughout the county, and to seed to 
blue grass the fields which Lincoln him- 
Self used to help plant.

the space required for a platform for 
the wedding ceremony, the _ ribboned 
lane through which Miss Roosevelt will 
walk with her father to meet Mr. 
Longworth at the improvised altar, and 
the other necessary room, there cannot 
be -more than eight hundred people 
accommodated for the wedding. This 
made it imperative that the invitations 
should be kept down to 800. As a mat- 
ter of fact, between seven and eight 
hundred invitations were issued. 

The lists were scrutinized very care- 
fully, If it could have been arranged 
there would have been several thou- 
sand invitations. The liSt was pruned 
in every possible way. It was held to 
its lowest limits. When the cards went 
out the struggle for invitations began. 

People who were not invited, but who 
wanted to be, laid siege to the White 
House. They used every sort of an ex- 
pedient to get a card. Secretary Loeb 
was held up personally, by telephone, 
and by letter. Politica? influence was 
exerted. 

Most embarrassing of all was the 
sending of expensive gifts to Miss Alice 
by persons the President and Miss 
Roosevelt did not know. Several very 
costly presents from persons who de- 
sired to get invitations have been sent 
to the White House, with the intima- 
tion that in return for the gifts a card 
to the wedding would be gratefully re- 
ceived. 

Roosevelt’s Boomerang. 

In hope of stopping this sort of thing 
the President issued his appeal for for- 
bearance to those whom it was impos- 
siple to invite. This had a peculiar 
boomerang effect. Most of those who 
had been insistent for invitations took 
the appeal to mean somebody else, and 
made another effort to gain invitations, 
on the theory that it did not mean 
them, but did mean everybody else. 
The President is much perplexed about

Miss Alice Roosevelt spent part of 
Sunday afternoon at the Longworth 
home, where Representative lLong- 
worth has been ill for nearly a week.

FIRST DESCRIPTION 
OF THE TROUSSEAU. 


The Post-Dispatch today is enavied to 
give the first detailed description of the 
most interesting of Miss Roosevelt's 
gowns, which are now rapidly reaching 
completion in New York. All of these 
fowns will be finished by Wednesday 
and delivered at the White House on 
Thursday morning, jin charge of one 
of Mme. Dunstan's assistants. Here is 
the description of the going-away gown: 

For this gown Miss Roosevelt ignored 
her favorite colors of Alice blue and 
dark red and chose tan-colored chiffon 
cloth. The skirt is the short walking 
length, circular style, trimmed with 
folds of brown velvet about three inches 
in width, placed close together near 
the bottom of the skirt. The bodice 
is made of tan-colored chiffon, crossed 
with narrow bands of velvet, giving it 
the effect of insertions of chiffon. This 
is made with long sleeves, the upper 
part being a puff of brown velvet, while 
the long cuff, starting from the elbow, 
and fitting the wrist closely, is made 
Of plaited chiffon. 

Over this will be worn a close-fit- 
ting Eton facket. The jacket is quite 
elaborate in design and generously 
trimmed. It is made with the narrow 
vest-like effect. The vest is of white 
chiffon velvet, embroidered in small 
blue satin dots. Edging the vest on 
either side is a single row of tiny gold 
buttons. A narrow band of velvet forms 
the shoulder line. Starting from this; 
and running lengthwise of the jacket 
along the row of buttons is a narrow 
Strip of inserted brown velvet about an 
inch and a half wide. An inch apart 
from this runs another inserted strip of 
velvet, which stops half way down the 
length of the jacket. These pointed 
inserted bands of velvet form the trim- 
ming for the back of the jacket as well. 
Iinishing this costume is a deep point- 
ed girdle of slightly shirred brown panne 
velvet. 

Miss Roosevelt will wear with 
handsome costume a small tan 
hat, with brown silk and brown 
trimmings.

Dress From a Shaw!l. 


Perhaps the next gown in point of in- 
terest, because of its unique design and 
Oriental suggestion, is the handsome 
corn-colored yellow silk. In this  cos- 
tume there is a suggestion of the Ori- 
ental, the Grecian and the American in 
the dressmaking art. This gown is made 
from the handsome embroidered silk 
shawl presented to Miss Roosevelt by 
the Emper or of Korea last summer, The 
shawl is said to be worth in itself a 
small fortune, It represents the acme 
of Oriental art and in texture resembles 
a fine satin crepe de chine. 

It is exquisitely embroide red in yellow 
roses and edged with a five-itnch fringe, 
which shades from a golden yellow to 
a dull cream color. 

The foundation for this gown is a 
deep cream-colored plaited chiffon. This 
shawl is being converted into a hand- 
some dinner gown and has been so ef- 
fectively draped that the scissors have 
not touched it. The shawl forms’ the 
principal part of the back of the bodice 
and is brought che extending over 
the shoulders, Grecian fashion, and then 
falling to the length*of the long skirt. 
This drops in broad, graceful lines ana 

widens to the bottom of the skirt in its 
full width. In draping this it has been 
SO arranged that the fringe falls over 
the shollder, forming part of the short- 
sleeve effect. It also forms the trim- 
ming for the entire front length of the 
fown. 

The fringed ends of the shaw! drapery 
fall in a broad, flaring fullness at the 
bottom of the gown, giving it the ap- 
pearance that the fringe is also the 
trimming for the bottom of the skirt. 
A short puff of the chiffon substitutes 
the usual short elbow sleeves. A hand- 
some girdle of shaded yellow messaline 
silk ribbon, slightly shirred and pointed 
in effect, completes this elaborate cos- 
tume,.

The street car was hurled into the 
air, overturned and ground to splinters 
before the locomotive. The crash came 
almost without warning,’ and but few 
occupants of the street car had an oOp- 
portunity to leap from the car before 
it was struck. 

The passengers of the railway train 
hurried to the assistance of those im- 
prisoned in the debris and began the 
work of rescue.

Wednesday the schedule meetings 
of the two leagues will be held.

Since 
President Harry Pulliam of the Na- 
tional League and Ban Johnson first 
compared the drafts of their Schedules 
in this city, two weeks ago, they have 
worked hard to cut out some of the 
conflicting dates that appeared at that 
time. So well have they fulfilled their 
tasks that there are now only 24 con- 
fiicting dates as the schedules are 
framed, ready for adoption by the two 
learues.

Notwithstanding all the winter talk 
over proposed changes in the playing 
rulqs, it is now certain that there will 
be no tampering with the rules as they 
now stand. Barney Dreyfuss of Pitts- 
burg, Charles Murphy of Chicago of the 
National’s committee, have already an- 
nounced that they are opposed to any 
change. Ned Hanlon of Cincinnati, the 
other member, thinks the pitcher ought 
to be moved back a couple of feet, but 
won't press his idea. Of the American's 
Clark GG’ ‘fith wants to 
amend the foul-strike rule so that balls 
falling foul in the stands or over the 
fences shall not be called strikes. (Con- 
nie Mack of Philadelphia, favors amend- 


ing this rule so that a foul tip that 
_goes straight back over the catcher's 
head shal] not be called a strike. Mack 
gives a lucid explanation of the decrease 
in batting. He says: 


Pitchers Have Improved. 


“Did you ever take into consideration 
the improvement in the pitchers in the 
last 10 years? A batsman who is hit- 
ting .275 nowadays is as good a man as 
he who 10 years ago hit .350. In those 
days each club had one or two good 
pitchers and the batsmen would lay for 
poor ones, hit them all over the lot and 
fatten their averages. But when two 
first-class pitchers met in those days 
they had low scores, too. At the pres- 
ent time each club carries four or five 
first-class pitchers, and the batsmen 
seldom get a chanee at anything soft to 
swell their averages. Why, I don’t think 
we had more than six or eight really 
‘easy’ games last year. As the public 

wants close games, therefore, it seems 
to me that the rules are all right as far 
as they go. With a slight modification 
in the foul-strike to cover the point I 
have made.

Mr. Cornelius McGillicuddy, better 
known as Connie Mack, miscon- 
ceives the point wnen he says that the 
batters of today are as good as ever 
they were, but that the falling off in 
batting is ‘due to a vast increase in the 
number of good pitchers, and that as 
long as the games are close the spec- 
tators will be satisfied. 

The real point at issue is that the 
batting, let the reason be what it may. 
is too light to afford really satisfactory 
baseball. As I pointed out last week, 
batting is not satisfactory unles® a 
majority of average hitters are doing 
better than making one hit in three 
times to bat. When the average batter 
falls below .300 on a season's work the 
batting cannot be held satisfactory. 

Not only has this been so in recent 
years, but many men who are more 
than average batters have been unable 
to hit better than .260. This state of 
affairs proves that under present con- 
ditions batting is entirely too light to 
Satisfy and please spectators and that 
the American League should take 
steps to improve the game in this re- 
Epect. 

It is very easy to tell when batting is 
heavy enough to be satisfactory. Ar- 
range matters so that the stars will hit 
around .30 and the average men about 
00. When this stage can be reached 
and niaintained baseball rulers may 
rest assured that batting is in a most 
healthy and satisfactory condition. Any 
more wouid surfeit, any less starve 
err) who like the noble game of base- 

all, 


As 10 the means which must be taken 
to bring about this desired improve- 
ment I cannot pretend to point them 
out. That is for expert baseball men to 
do. Griffith's suggestion anent the foul 
Strike rule seems to be an excellent one. 
It is better. goes farther, and {s not 
one whit more troublesome than Mack's 
amendment. Friffith preposes that 
every ball hit foul tnto a stand be not 
call a strike. Mack advises that foul 
tips which go right to the backstop be 
not called strikes. Of the two suz- 
gestions I like Griffith's best. It goes 
farther and has more width to It.
